The whole point of the Mobile Presence concept is the ability to set 
your Presence status and send Instant Messages from fixed 
terminals to mobile devices, vice versa and between mobile 
devices. This service will drive the use of both voice 
communication and messaging in mobile networks. With the 
advent of GPRS networks and wireless-enabled smart-phones and 
PDA's, Mobile Presence can be further enhanced, providing even 
more ease of use for the mobile devices together with more 
powerful messaging capabilities.
